confidence which was reposed in Mr. 
Swartz, both by the Rajah and the natives, 
and the influence he had over them. Ok: 
account of eppressive measures, the inha. 
bilants emigrated in such numbers, tha 
whole villages were left quiteempty. On 
this account it was feared a famine wouic 
cpsue; as Mone were left to cultivate the 
xtewund. The Rajah desired Mr. S. to as- 
sure the people in his name, that justice 
should be-done them. He did so. Th: 
inhabitants believed the assurance give: 
them, and 7000 returned in one day. Oth- 
ers followed. 4 plentiful harvest was the 
consequence. 

In a time of war, when a powerful enc- 
my was near, and the garrison and peopl 
in the fort at Tanjore were starving for 
want of provision ; the country people re- 
fused to bring in their grain, because they 
had formerly, on a similar occasion, beer 
deprived of their pay. The commands 
and entreaties of the Rajah were of no 
avail. At last he said to a person of emi- 
nence, “ we all, you and I, have lost our 
credit ; let us try whetber the inhabitants 
will trust Mr. Swartz.” He then senta 
blank paper, empowering Mr. S. to make 
what agreement with the people he pleas- 
ed. There was notime for delay. The 
Seapoys were perishing with hunger, and 
the streets were every morning lined with 
corpses. Mr. S. issued letters in every 
direction, promising to pay the people with 
his own hand. Provisions flowed in from 
every quarter till there was a full supply 
By this means that important fortress was 
saved. When all was over, he paid the 
people according to agreement, and then 
made them a present and sent them home 
Even the tyrant Hyder Ally had so much 
respect for Mr. Swartz, that in the midst 
of a bleody and vindictive war with the 
Carnatic, he sent orders to his officers to 
permit the venerable father Swartz to pass 
unmolested: adding, «he 18 a lwiy ae 
and means no harm to my government. 
Tbe missionary labors of Mr. 5S. were 
coutinued till near the close of his lite 
Even in his sixty-eighth year, when on 4 
visit to the churches at Cuddalore and Ne- 
gapatnam, he commonly preached three 
times every day, in English, Portuguese. 
and Majabar. 

He lived a life of celibacy, and uniformly 
recommended the same to his young bro- 
ther laborers in the vineyard, that they 
might give a more undivided attention to 
the missionary work. 

Afier spending about forty-eight years 
as a missionary, he died at his house near 
Tanjore, Feb. 1798, in the 72d year of his 
age, universally lamented. The East India

In another 
place several drummers were getting theil 
drums ready ; a bell struck out behind the 
scenes; the priest desired us to go on the 
stage; there was atable and a bedstead 
with many presents or offerings on each.

Another 
case is of an encouraging nature. Yester- 
day, @ woman called at our house, and re- 
marked that she had heard some Christian 
discourses in the bazar, and would feel 
obliged by some additional information as 
to what she must do to be saved. Some 
people had told her that, in order to be 
saved by Christianity, she must give away 
a great deal in alms, &c. but as she was a 
poor woman she found it impossibie. I¢ 
appears that she was engaged in a law- 
suit with some persons who attempted to 
defraud her of a little property possessed 
by her ancestors; and as a murder was 
lately Committed in her neighborhood, on 
a slight provocation, she said she was afraid 
of what wicked persons might do, and felt 
that she was not prepared todie.

DOMESTIC MISSIONS. 


From the Religious Remembraneét. 

The following extracts from the Report of the 
Board of Missions of the General Assembly, will 
doubtless be read with pleasure, by all who feel 
an interest ia the moral improvement of that por- 
tion of country, where missionary efforts have re- 
cently been sesuccessful as to present to our 
minds a cheering prospect of the future prosperity 
of similar enterprizes. ‘ 
“ Mr. Jgnemran CHAMBERLAIN has perform- 
ed his mission of six months. To bring him to 
the field where especially the Board wished him 
to labour, it became necessary to prescribe a very 
extensive route, which required much travelling. 
\w passing through the south western counties of 
Pennsylvania to Ohio, he preached in destitute 
placesas he had opportanity. Mr. Chamberlain 
and Mr. Larned, while descending the Mississippi, 
assembled the boat’s crew at least four times a 
week, either on the deck, or on shore, for the pur- 
pose of praying with thém, and givirms them reli- 
gious instrection. Frequently tae crews of other 
boats united in these exercises. And when op- 
portunity offered, they often went on shore, and 
held religious meeting among settlements on the 
tiver Mississippi. In Concordia, a small towo 
opposite to Natchez, he preached at night to a 
crowded audience, consisting chiefly of slaves, 
among whom appeared much feeling and weep- 
ing. It was the first time public worship was 
heid in this place. Af Baton Rouge he preached; & 
though there was not one Protestant professor of 
religion in the place, yet he was earnestly intreat- 
ed by many to remain.with them, aud offered’a 
respectable livine. The population is sufficient

I frequently had an opportunity of | 
conversing with hundreds; I say convers- | 
ing, fur they are not accustomed to hear! 
any continued or regular discourse ; they | 
must speak too, especially when any thing | 
is said that seems to reflect on their gods, | 
or their religion, however absurd.

ledge, though some of their priests are 
learned and acute, But the great propor- 
tion of the people being poor, and unable to 
pay the Brahmins, they remain ignorant. 
The Brahmins become more and more 
shy of us, as we become better acquainied 
with their system; beside, the lower or- 
ders ate now better informed of the rogue- 
ry and debauchery of their gods,so that the 
influence ofihe priestsis diminished. I: 
is not uncommon for a Seodra to hold 
(when a-Missionary is present) a disputa- 
tion witha Brahmin, and some become 
convinced of the absurdity of their religion. 
A few Sabbaths ago, when in my new 
school, on the day of the festival of Vigi- 
naswaroodoo, (the clephant-headed god) 
when the people were passing Ly with flow- 
ers and leaves to adorn their houses, | took 





wonderful to the majority present ; &upou 
my demanding whether such gods asthes« 
could dpejther good or evil,one of the men 
drew from his bosom the wretched thing 
which accompanic¢ this, the likeness ot

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PERILS OF MISSIONARIES AT LABRADOR. 


From the National Intelligencer. 
The following narrative is from the perio- 
dical account of the Moravian Missions. 

It contains some of the most impressive 

descriptions we ever remember tohave read 

«“ Brother Samuel Liebish, now a mem- 
ber of the Elders’ Conference of the Unity, 
being at that time entrusted with the gene- 
tal care of the brethren’s missions on the 
coast of Labrador, the duties of his office 
required a visit to Okkak, the most north- 
ern of our settlements, and about one bhun- 
dred and fifty English miles distant from 
Nain, the place where he resided. Brother 
Wom. Turner, being appointed to accom- 
pany him, they left Nain, on March the 
i lth, 1782, early in the morning, with very 
clear weather, the stars shining with un- 
common lustre. The sledge was driven 
by the baptized Esquimaux, Mark, and a- 
nother sledge with Esquimaux joined com- 
pany. 

An Esquimaux sledge is drawn by a 
species of dogs, not unlike a wolfein shape. 
Like them they never bark, but howl disa- 
greeably. They are kept by the Esqui- 
maux in greater or larger packs or tcams, 
in proportion to the affluence of the mas- 
ter. They quietly submit to be harnessed 
for their work, and are treated with litte 
mercy by the heathen Esquimaux,who make 
them do hard duty for the small quantity of 
food they allow them. This consists chiefly 
in offals, old skins, entrails, such parts of 


whaie-fish as are unfit for other use, rotten) 


whale fins, &c. and if they are not provid- 
ed with this kind of dog’s meat, they leave 
them to go and seek dead fish or muscles 
upon the beach. 

When pinched with hunger, they will 
swallow almost any thing, and on a journey 
it is necessary to gecure the harness with- 
in the snow-house over night, lest, by de- 
vouring it,they should refider it impossible 
. to proceed inthe morning. When the 
travellers arrive at their night-quarters,and 
the dogs are unharnessed, they are left to 
burrow in the snow, where they please,and 
in the morning are sure to come at their 
driver’s call, when they receive some food. 
Their strength and speed, even with a 
hungry stomach, is astonishing. In fasten- 
ing them to the sledge, care is taken not to 
let them goabrcast. They are tied by se- 
parate thongs, of unequal length, to a hori- 
zontal bar- onthe fore part of the sledge ; 
an old knowing one leads the way, running 
ten or twenty paces a-headgdirected by the 
driver’s whip,which is of great length, and 
can be well managed only by an Esqui- 
maux. The other.dogs follow like a flock 
of sheep. Hf one of them receives a lash, 
he generally bites his neighbor, and the

TS retain to our travellers :—The tw6 
sledges contained five men, One wotian, 
and a child. All were in good spirits, and 
appearances being much in their favor, 
they hoped to reach Okkak in safety, in 
two orthree days. .The track over the 
frozen sea was in the best possible order, 
and they went, with ease, at the rate of six 
or seven mifes an‘hour. After they had 
passed the islands in the bay of Nain, they 
kept at a considerable distance from the 


coast, both to gain the smoothest part of 
the ice, and to weather the high rocky pro- 
montory of Kiglapeit. About 8 o’clock,

The snow was violently driven about by 
partial whirlwinds, both on the ice ana 
from off the peaks of the high mountains, & 
filled the air. At the sametime, the ground 
swell had increased so much, that its effect 
upon the ice became very extraordinary 
and alarming. The sledges, instead of 
gliding along smoothly upon an even sur- 
face, sometimes ran with violence after the 
dogs, and shortly alter seemed with diffi- 
culty to ascend the rising hill ; for the 
elasticity of so vast a body of ice, of many 
leagues square, supported by a troubled 
sea, though in some places three or fou: 
yards in thickness, would, in some degree, 
occasion an undulatory motion, not unlike 
that of a sheet of paper accommodating it- 
scif to the surface of a rippling stream— 
Neises were now likewise distinctly heard 
in many directions, like the report of can- 
non, owing to the bursting of the ice at 
| some distance. 

The Esquimaux, therefore, drove with all} 
haste towards the shore, intending to take 
up their night-quarters on the south side of 
the Nivak. But, as it plainly appeared that 
the ice would break and disperse in the 
open sea, Mark advised to push forward 
to the north of the Nivak, from whence he 
hoped the track to Okkak might still re- 
mainentire. To this proposal the compa- 
ny agreed; but, when the sledges ap- 
proached the coast, the prospect before 
them was truly terrific. The ice having 
broken loose from the rocks, was forced 
up and down, grinding and breaking into 
a thousand pieces against the precipices, 
with a tremendous noise, which, added to 
the raging of the wind, and the snow driv- 
ing about in the air,deprived the travellers 
‘almost of the power of hearing and secing 
jany thing distinctly. 

To make the land at any risk, was now 
\the only hope left ; but it was with the ut- 
|most difficulty the frighted dogs could be | 
forced forward, the whole body of ice sink- 
‘ing frequentiy below the surface of the 
| rocks, then rising above it. As the only 
| moment to land was that when it gained the 
level of the coast,the attempt was extreme- 
ly nice and hazardous. However, 8¥God’s 
mercy, it succeeded ; both sledges gained 
the shore, and were drawo up the beach 
with much difficulty. 

The travellers bad hardly time to reflect, 
with gratitudego God, on their safety,when 
that part of the ice from which they had 
just now made good their Janding, burst 
asunder, and the water, forcing itself from 
below, covered and precipitated itinto the 
sea. In an instant, as if by a signal given, 
the whole mass of ice, extending for seve- 
ral miles from the coast, and as far as the 
eye could reach, began to burst, and be 
overwhelmed by the immense waves. The 
sight was then tremendous and awfully 
grand; the large fields of ice,raising them- 
selves out of the water, striking against 
each other,and plunging into the deep, 
with a violence not to be described, and a 
noise like the discharge of innumerable 
batteries of heavy guns. The darkness of 
the night, the roaring of the wind and sea, 
and the dashing of the waves & ice against 
the rocks, filled the travellers with sensa- 
tions of awe and horror, so as almost to de- 
prive them oof the power of utterance. — 
They stood overwhelmed with astonish- 
mentat their miraculous escape ; and even 
the heathen Esquimaux expressed grati- 
tude to God for their deliverance. 

The Esquimaux now began to build a 
snow house, about thirty paces from the 
beach ; but, before they had finished their 
work, the waves reached the place where 
the sledges were secured, and they were 
with difficulty saved from being washed in- 
w the sea. 

About 9 o’clock, all of them crept into 
the sow house,thanking God for this place 
of refuge ; for the wind was piercingly 
cold; and so wviolent, that it required great 
strength to be able to stand against it. 

Before'they entered this habitation, they 
could not help once more turning to the 
sea, which was now free from ice, and be- 
held with horror, mingled with gratitude 
for their safety, the enormous waves, driv- 
ing furiously before tWe wind, like hugh 
castles, and apprdaching the shore, where, 
with dreadful noise, they dashed against 
the rocks, foaming and filling the air with 
the spray. The whole company now got 
their supper, and having sung an evening 
hyttin inthe Esquimaux langyage,ley down 
to rest About 10 o’clock. They lay so close, 
that if any one stirred, his neighbors were 
roused by it. The Esquimaux were soon 
fast asleep, but Br. Liebisch could not get 
any rest, partly on account of the roaring 
of the. wind and sea, and partly owing to a 
sore throat which gave him great pain — 
Both missionaries were also much engaged 
in their minds in contemplating the dan- 

rous situations into which they had been 

rought, and, amidst all thankfulness for 
their great deliverance from immediate 
death, could not but cry unto the for

They now found themselves a second 
time delivered from the most imminent 
danger of death; but the remaining part of 
the night,before the Esquimaux could seek 
and find another more safe place for a snow 
house, were hours of great trial to mind 
and body, and filled every one with painful 
reflections. Before the day dawned, the 
Esquimaux cut a hole into a large drift of 
snow, to screen the woman and child and 
the two missionaries. 

Brother Liebisch, however, could not 
bear the closeness of the air,and was oblig- 
ed to sit down atthe entrance, where the 
Esquimaux covered him with skins,to keep 
him warm, as the pain in his throat was 
very great. 

As soon as it was light, they built anoth- 
er snow house, and, miserable as such an 
accommodation is at all times, they were 
glad and thankful to creepinto it. It wa: 
about cight feet square, and six or seve: 
feet high. They now congratulated eac! 
other on their deliverance, but found them 
selves ina very bad plight. 

The missionaries had taken but a sma 
stock of provisions with them,merely suffi. 
cient for the short journey to Okkak.— 
Joel, his wife and child, and Kassigiak, the 
sorcerer, had nothing at all. They were 
obliged, therefore, to divide the smail stock 
into daily portions, especially as there ap 
peared no hopes of soon quitting this place 
and reaching any dwellings. Only two 
ways were left for this purpose—either to 
attempt the land passage across the wilt 
and unfrequented. mountain of Kiglapeir, 
or wait fora new ice track over the sea, 
which it might require much time to form ; 
they, therefore, resolved to serve out no 
more than a biscuit and a half per day.— 
But, as this would not, by any means, sa- 
tisfy the Esquimaux’ stomach, the mis 
sionaties offered to give one of their dogs 


case distress obliged them again to resort 
to thatexpedient,the next dog killed should 
be one of the Esquimaux’ team. They re- 


had a kettle to boil the flesh in, but, as that 
was not the case, they must even suffer 
hunger, for they could not, even now, cat 
dog’s flesh in its raw state. The mission- 
aries now remained in the snow house,and 
every day endeavored to boil so much wa- 
ter over their lamp as might serve them 
for {Wo dishes of coffee a-piece. Through 
mercy,they were preserved in good health, 
and brother Liebisch, quite unexpectedly, 
recovered, on the first day of his sore throat. 
The Esquimaux also kept up their spirits, 
and even the rough heathen Kassigiak de- 
clared,that it was proper to be thankful that 
they were still alive ; adding,thatif they had 
remained a very little longer upon the ice 
yesterday, all their bones would have been 
broken to pieces in ashort time. He had,how- 
ever,his heels frozen, &suffered considerable 
pain. In the evening the missionaries sung 
an hymn with the Esquimaux,and continu- 
ed todo itevery morning and evening.— 
The Lord was present with them, and com- 
forted their hearts by his peace. 
Towards noon of the thirteenth, the 
weather cleared up, and the sea was seen 
as far as the eye could reach, quite free 
fromice. Mark and Joel went up the hills 
to reconnoitre, and returned with the disa- 
grecable news that not a morsel of ice was 
to be seen, even from thence, in apy direc- 
tion, and that it had even been forced away 
from the coast at Nausornak. They were 
therefore of opinion,that we could «lo noth- 
ing but foree our way acrose the mountain 
Kiglapeit. To-day Kassigiak complained 
much of hunger, prébably to ubtain from 
the missiovarics a larger portion than the 
common allowance. They represented to 
him that they had no more themselves,and 
reproved him for his impatience. When- 
ever the victuals were distributed, he al- 
pb swallowed his portion very greedily, 
and put out his hand for what he saw the 
missionaries had left, but was easily kept 
from. any further attempt by serious re- 
proof. The Esquimaux eat to-day an old 
ack, made of fish-skin, which proved in- 
deed a dry and miserable dish} While 
they were at this singular meal, they kept 
repeating, in a low humming tone, “ You 
was a sack but a little while ago, and now 
you are food for us.” Towards evening 
some flakes of ice were discovered driving 
towards the coast, and on the fourteenth, in 
the morning, the sea was covered with 
them. But the weather was again very 
strong, and the Esquimaux could not quit 
the snow houses, which made them very 
low spirited and melancholy.

During the storm they 
had considered with some dread, what 
might be the fate of their brethren, though 
at Nain its violence was not felt as muchas 
en a coast unprotected by any islands.— 
Added to this the hints of the Esqui- 
maux had considerably encreased their ap- 
prehensions for their safety, and their fears 
began to get the better of their hopes. All, 
therefore, Joined most fervently in praise 
and thanksgiving to God for this signal de- 
liverance.
